Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Proposed amendment to claim 1, reciting the limitation, "associating 
the first set of one or more elements with a second set of one or more elements by referencing at least a portion of the 
first set of one or more elements" was discussed. Attorney Hartman asserted that this limitation more clearly pointed 
out the differences between the instant application and the prior art (SMIL 2.0) cited by Examiner Bullock. Attorney 
Hartman went further to discuss the details of the invention including association by referencing of elements in multiple 
documents. With respect to claim 19, it was agreed upon that the claim limitations appeared to be distinct over the 
prior art of record, however, a closer look would be taken to prior art of record and an updated search would be 
conducted. Discussion of 101 claim rejections with regards to claims 45-47 was discussed; applicant was advised to 
ensure that "a multimedia device" was directed towards a hardware component and not software. No concrete 
agreement was reached, however, a better understanding of the invention and adequate claim language was 
conceived by both parties.
